A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner,' a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant initiated interview to clarify the nature of the invention and discuss the contents of the applied prior art. 
Applicant described the intended coverage of the claimed invention to include a one-way conversion algorithm of one 
document addressing scheme to another document addressing scheme. This one-way conversion is also present in 
the reverse direction, allowing conversion of the second (other) addressing scheme into the first (one) document 
addressing scheme, although it is not required that the two conversions be inverses. The nature of "dynamic" and 
"static" addressing and documents being processed MUST be clarified, and the bounds of what these term encompass 
MUST be ascertained. It was suggested that Applicant include in the response a description of meanings of these 
terms as supported in the specification, and other potential equivalents of both sets of the logical addressing (first, 
second schemes) in order to clarify the meanings of these terms and the nature of the conversion of the address(es). 
Examiner(s) indicated that the claims display undue breadth, and this is causing difficulty in isolating prior art search 
scope, and force interpretation of the claims to include art and fields of endeavor which is not commensurate with the 
present specification. Applicant was also advised to clearly distinguish the claimed invention and terminology from well 
known "virtual file system" type methodology operating to "translate/convert" one address type (local) with another 
address type (global). The Office will await the response from Applicant, and act accordingly upon receipt, while 
remaining open to future communications to clarify issues in the record and isolate topics for future discussion, 
searching, and distinguishing.
